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Broaden Your Firm’s Horizons 
by Expanding its Services 


who have traditionally avoided taking on 
more construction responsibilities out of 
fear of liability and perceived ethical 
dilemmas. But legal experts say the era of 
architects shunning a broader scope of 
services is Over. 

“Tt’s a natural conclusion that every- 
body is reaching, that now is the time to 
grasp more risk and more reward,” said 
Steven Stein, a construction lawyer with 
the Chicago firm Stein, Ray & Conway. 

Stein spoke this summer as part of a 
panel discussion, “Rethinking Risks,” that 
was co-sponsored by AIA Illinois and 
AIA Chicago. 

For the past 30 years, a cloud of 
litigation risks hung over architects, 
compelling them to do everything in their 
power to avoid a bigger role in project 
delivery. In 1967, the Illinois Supreme 
Court ruled in Miller v. DeWitt that an 
architect could be liable for a worker 
injured on a project if the architect was in 
control of the work. That decision, 
coupled with rising insurance costs and an 
increasing number of legal claims filed 
against architects, caused the profession 
to curtail construction responsibilities for 
the next several decades. 

But the climate has changed in recent 
years, thanks to a drop in liability claims, 
the repeal of Illinois’ Structural Work Act 
and declining insurance costs, Stein said. 

For DLK, expanding into 
design-build seemed a natural extension 
for a firm where many of the 45 employ- 
ees have strong construction backgrounds. 

The architecture firm had long 
dabbled in construction management 
when contractors went out of business or 
fell through during a project. Little by 
little, that experience led the firm to open 
a separate design—build company. 

“Instead of just jumping in when 
there are problems and acting like contrac- 
tors, now upfront we can offer this hybrid 
contract arrangement to clients,” said 
Kevin Kemp, AIA, a principal with DLK. 

Setting up a separate design—build 
entity is one way to try to increase a 


firm’s rewards, but it is considered the 
riskiest. As design—builder, the 
architecture firm may undertake liability 
for the whole team, including 
construction, material suppliers, injured 
workers and passersby. 

Although the legal environment has 
improved for architects, there are also 
business risks that firms take when they 
expand the scope of their services. 


Another way to minimize risk is to 
shift liability to others involved in the 
projects through contract changes or 
insurance coverage, he said. 

For firms that want to expand their 
role with fewer risks, construction 
management is a good learning step, 
Nowacki advised. 

“Acting as a construction manager 
who is an agent for the owner, to avoid 


relationships with subcontractors and 
general contractors. 

“Everyone — the contractor, architect 
and subcontractor — seems to have the 
best interests of the project more at heart 
when we communicate like this, so I think 
we get a better project,” Kemp said. 

“Working with contractors as friends 
and not adversaries is a definite pleasure,” 
he added. “That’s a great reward.”

Business failures in the construction 
industry have been climbing steadily in 
the past four years. 

There are two crucial ingredients for 
success in taking on more responsibility in 
the construction setting: know-how and 
capital, said James Nowacki, a partner 
with Kirkland & Ellis who specializes in 
commercial litigation and construction law. 

To design—build, a firm must have the 
expertise to figure out what to charge to 
cover the costs of contractors, subcon- 
tractors, suppliers, consultants, overhead 
and administration — and still earn a high 
enough profit to compensate for the 
increased risks involved, Nowacki said. 

One way to minimize risks in 
design-build is to start out with smaller, 
simple projects requiring straightforward 
contracts, Nowacki recommended. He 
suggested that firms take on multiple 
types of projects to spread the risks 
around and to offset any cost overruns. 
Firms also can try to protect themselves 
by devising realistic schedules and 
creating incentives in the contract with the 
owner for any job done early or under 
budget, Nowacki suggested. 


direct responsibility for the performance 
of the contractors, is probably the best 
way to get started,” he said. 

To wear the hat of construction 
manager and agent of the owner, an 
architect needs to know the trades and 
how to deal with them. The firm should 
assemble a team of experts in steel, 
concrete, electrical and plumbing and 
other specialty areas to get a good feel for 
figuring out costs. 

There is also the added responsibility 
of guaranteeing the construction schedule, 
which requires expertise in knowing how 
long a project will take and where to get 
the talent who will comply with the 
timetable, Nowacki noted. 

Despite the risks, the obvious reward 
in expanding an architect’s role is 
increased fees, said Kevin Sido, a partner 
with the Chicago law firm Hinshaw & 
Culbertson who represents design 
professionals. 

DLK’s embryonic design—build 
company hasn’t seen a jump in profits — 
yet. But there are many other rewards, 
Kemp said. In addition to having more 
control over quality, he said having a 
design-build entity encourages friendlier 


The arrangement has also allowed 
DLK to deliver projects at a lower cost to 
clients, which Kemp said, “is a market 
advantage in itself.” 

Other perks, said Sido, are “getting to 
be in charge, as opposed to doing 
anything to avoid being in charge.” 

And there are long-term benefits, too. 
Taking on more responsibility can bolster 
a firm’s image from the added prestige 
and recognition, he said. 

And lastly, Sido said, there is 
satisfaction of having things done 
correctly, “my way.” 

“Clearly, there is the opportunity for 
someone who wishes to take some more 
risks, and push the envelope a little bit 
further and harder on some of these 
questions — and then, of course, reap the 
rewards,” he said. E

Frye Gillan Molinaro Architects Ltd. has been 
commissioned to design an expansion to house the rare 
books and artwork collection of the Morton Arboretum 
Library in Lisle and to design a new 35,000-square-foot 
public library in Sun Prairie, Wisconsin. The firm has 
designed the Sun Prairie Public Library of stone and 
brick veneer; its primary structure is steel with a truss 
joist framing system. The library will sit on 17 acres, 
most of which is being redeveloped into native prairies.
